retrieving a set of reference information for the first document based upon the 
identity of the first document; and. 

comparing characteristics' found in the first document with each of the set of 
reference information to determine if the first document is genuine, counterfeit or altered. 

12. The method in accordance with claim 1 1 further comprising the steps of: 
keeping track of e^ch type of document identified in the first group of documents; 

and 

selecting firstiharacteristics for use in the first characteristic comparing step starting 
with first characteristics for the most commonly identified type of document in the first 
group of documents. 

13. The method in accordance ywith claim 1 2 further comprising the step of providing an 
indication that the first documents genuine, counterfeit or altered based upon the results of 
the third characteristics comparing step. 
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14. The method in accordance wtfh claim 13 wherein the second characteristics include 
2 color patterns at specific locations on the documents.
